poisonous quantities. A bad specimen of 
cretonne has yielded on analysis 19J^ grains 
of white arsenic, 2}^ grains ha.ving been 
known to be a fatal dose. Some months 
back a London doctor experimented upon 
forty-four samples of cretonne supplied by 
a local tradesman, not one of which was 
absolutely free from the poison; eleven of 
them were grouped by the analyst as "very 
bud," and nine as "distinctly dangerous." 


It is quite a common occurrence to hove 


pieces of these substances in a room con- 
taining sufficient arsenic to give 100 people 
a fatal dose. A very popular impression 
has been that greens and blues are the 
dangerous colors, but the analyst declares 
lhat leds, browns and blacks are more dan 
gerous still.—Cuambeis' Journal.

all, were Shelley and Mary Godwin. They 
have left little trace of their adventures, 
yet that they could walk, or thought they 
could, is evident in their plan to go on, 
foot from Paris to Lausanne. We catch a 
fleeting glimpse of them trudging with 
Jane Clairmont through the dust aud 
grumbling bitterly at the evil fare ai]d 
housing of vagabondage, the t.\<> women 
riding by turns on their only donk»y till a 
sprained ankle promoted Shelley himself 
to ride, and they had to buy "a chariot." 
The poorest of tramps they must have 
been, for not love of nature but scarcity of 
gold put them on their feet. What the 
natives of the country thought of them no 
man can say, for thegirls trudged in black 
silk gowns and vere of the hated nation. 
Doubtless also they trudged along in the 
corded'ancfiron" busked"sfayslnat'vUere o? 
tbat day. No wonder the poet got a 
"sprain!" 


A stouter if less romantic pair of pedes- 


trians were James and Harriet Martineau, 
who in 1823 made a tour on foot together in 
Scotland, walking 500 miles in a month. 
Miss Martineau was always a capital 
walker while she had health, and Words- 
worth accused her of "walking the legs 
off" of half the gentlemen of Ambles de. 
For all thai .she was the most unimagina- 
tive of women. She had a "manly .stride," 
and never nymph or pixie, elf or dryad 
lured her to follow streams or to dream 
beneath rustling foliage. Herbert Brown- 
ing and Sarianna were another brother 
and sister who covered miles upon miles 
together. The peculinu'ty of their journeys 
lies in the fact that they did not begin 
them till both were middle aged. They 
formed their companionship alter Mrs. 
Browning's death, with whose feeble steps 
neither of them had' ever kept pace. 
Browning speaks of seventeen mile walks 
with Sarianna, and records nine 
miles 


accomplished in less than two hours, 
which certainly required more than the 
. usual "manJv stride" from his romnnninn 
The Words-worths, brother and sister, 


were splendid examples of literary tramp i 
ing. Mrs. Wordsworth told Harriet Mar- 
tineau that William and Dorothy some- 
times walked forty miles a day. Tours on 
foot were a large part of their experience 
together. The first thing they did after 
their reunion in 1794 was to start off upon 
a little stroll, of which Dorothy wrote, "1 
walked with my brother from Keudal to 
Grasmere, eighteen miles, aud afterward 
to Keswick, fifteen miles, through the 
most delightful country that ever was 
seen." In November, 1T97, they started 
upon a pedestrian tour with Coleridge 
along the seacoast. 


A little later in the same month the 


three set out at 4:30 of a dark and cloudy 
afternoon, walking eight miles for a start, 
while the two poets laid the plan of a bal- 
lad, with the sale of which they hoped to 
pay the expenses of the excursion. 
The 


methods of the two did not run easily to- 
gether, and "The Ancient Mariner" was 
soon given over entirely to Colerirlge. 
Dorothy did not walk in a black silk gown. 
Doubts are reasonable if even she ever had 
one. Her usual walking costume wasa "lit- 
tle jacket and brown dress." Coleridge we 
may imagine iu the same raiment in which 
be afterward traveled with the two in 
Scotland—the soiled nankeen trousers, the

HOUSE NUMBERS. 


A writer in THE GAZETTE of last 


week, who signs bis communication as 
"Lex," endeavors to give the impres- 
sion that Council has no right to re- 
quire owners of houses to number them, 
or to impose a fine for neglect or re- 
fusal so to do. Section 7 of the act of 
assembly approved February 15th, 
1351 provide* that the Burgess and 
Council "May enact such by-laws, and 
make such lulei, regulations and ordi- 
nances as shall be determined by a 
majority of them necessary to promote 
tl e peace, good order, benefit and ad- 
vantage of the said borough." It is 
hardly needful to say that the power 
to make rules and regulations carries 
with it the power to enforce them. 
The writer believes that aa ordinance 
requiring houses to be systematically 
numbered, and imposing a penalty on 
<wner§ for neglect or refusal to do so, 
is clearly within the power of Council, 
either under the general principle that 
municipal corporations have the right 
to make and enforce all reasonable 
rules and regulations for the public 
welfare, or under the express provision 
of the Act of Assembly as above cited. 
I think even "Lex" 
will admit that 


tho ordinance to which he objects is a 
reasonable rule, and that if enforced it 
will beforthe"benefit and advantage" 
of the town. Should Council, as sug- 
gested, pass an ordinance "recom- 
mending" the numbering to be done 
without providing any means to en- 
force the performance thereof, it could 
truly be charged, not only with "igno- 
rant legislation," but also with a very
